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applicants arguments are not persuasive. Applicant argues, on pg. 9, under REMARKS, Struyk fails to disclose, teach or suggest at 
least second light generation means or a second light generation step as recited in claims 1,4, and 7 and the image generator of Struyk 
functions only as a first generation means, and fails to disclose, teach, or suggest that the generation of a second set of lights is possible 
or desirable. Applicant further argues, on pg. 10, under REMARKS, the image signal generator does not generate first and second sets 
of image lights... and the digital processor is not analogous to a second light generation means because the digital signal proecessor 
merely processes as set of generated image lights. Examiner disagrees. Struyk discloses "image display light" RF, GF, BF, which is 
generated by the fundamental section of signal generator 1 and "image display light" Rl, Gl, Bl, which is generated by the inverse section 
of signal generator 1. Therefore the fundamental section and the inverse section of signal generator 1 function as "first and second image 
light generation means/ light generators" as well as perform "first and second light generation steps". 
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
